WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Dec. 12 
(AP)—A rumbling series of ex- 
plosions blew out nearly 40 miles 
of the Shell Pipeline Company’s 
10-inch main connection near here 
today. 

Early reports indicated only one 
person was injured. He was Roy 
H. Brinkley, Wichita Falls WPA 
worker. His automobile was caught 
by one of the blasts where the 
line crosses under a highway 10 
miles south of here. His injuries 
were slight, 

An employe said the line was be- 
ing cleaned by a scraper, rammed 
through the pipe by compressed 
air, at the time of the blast. Cause 
of the explosions was not imme- 
diately determined.

DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS SR. 
DIES OF HEART ATTACK 


Famous Movie Star, Ill 
Less Than Day, Suc- 
cumbs at 56 at His Santa 
Monica Beach Home. 


SANTA MONICA, Cal.,.Dec. 12 
(AP).—Douglas Fairbanks Sr., fa- 
mous movie star, died at 1 a. m. to- 
day at his Santa Monica Beach 
home after a heart attack. He 
was 56 years old, 

He had complained of illness yes- 
terday, but his condition was not 
considered serious. Early .in the 


: : evening, physicians had said he was 


resting comfortably. 

His wife and his brother, Robert 
Fairbanks, were at the bedside 
when he died. His son, Douglas Jr., 


re es a movie star in his own right, was 


called from his home nearby, but 
he failed to reach the side of his 
father before death. The elder Fair- 
banks’ last public appearance was 
at a football game last Saturday. 
He seemed to be in excellent spirits. 

He did not complain of illness un- 
til Monday morning, but even when 
he suffered a slight heart attack in 
the afternoon physicians did not 
consider his condition serious. They 
ordered him to bed for an indefinite 
rest, 


Ranking Star 15 Years. 


During the most active part of 
his career he was for 15 years the 
ranking masculine star. 

He was divorced in New York 
by Beth Sully Fairbanks, whom he 
married: in 1907. Douglas Jr. is 
their son. 

Fairbanks loved travel, and his 
ocean jaunts after he wed Mary 
Pickford, the outstanding feminine 
star of the screen in 1920, carried 
them frequently to far places. 
Their marriage was considered 
ideal. Their mansion, Pickfair, 
was the scene of some of the movie 
colony’s famous parties. Six years 
ago, rumors began to circulate that 
all was not well between them. Miss 
Pickford sued for divorce, charging 
“erievous mental suffering’ and de- 
claring that her married life for 
several years had been increasingly 
unhappy.

Later that year, he won a divorce, 
after making charges of misconduct 
between Fairbanks and his wife at 
various places. A man named Ed- 
wards, identifying himself as Fair- 
banks’ former private secretary, tes- 
tified Fairbanks and Lady Ashley 
had used adjoining bedrooms in a 
country home in May, 1934. 

They were reported together at 
various Prench resorts and finally, 
early in 1935, they left with friends 
on a South Sea cruise. Then, in 
midsummer, she reached Van- 
couver, B. C. Fairbanks flew from 
Hollywood to meet her, returned, 
then went East and joined her for 
the trip to England. They were 
married the following March. Miss 
Pickford married Charles (Buddy) 
Rogers, actor and orchestra leader. 

Fairbanks early showed a liking 
for Shakespeare. When he was 17, 
his family moved to New York and 
he went on the stage. A newspaper 
critic of the period wrote of a per- 
formance with Frederick Warde 
that the “supporting company was 
bad but worst of all was Douglas 
Fairbanks.” There was a brief in- 
terlude while he went in a Wall 
street brokerage house as a sales- 
man, but he was back on the stage 
shortly. : 

Successes, such as “The Pit,” 
“The Gentleman From Mississippi” 
and “Officer 666,” followed. 

Fairbanks’ career in the movies 
started in 1914, when he joined the 
old Triangle Co. His early suc- 
cesses were chiefly notable for 
strenuous athletic accomplishments. 

Among them were “The Lamb,” 
“Flirting With Fate,” “Manhattan 
Madness,” “His Picture in the Pa- 
pers” and “American Aristocracy.”

W. Griffith, he produced such suc- 
cesses of his own as “Robin Hood,” 
“The Thief of Bagdad,” “The Mark 
of Zorro,” “The Three Musketeers,” 
and “The Black Pirate.”

ASSERTS STRANGER |

Judge Resets Case for Jan. 
8, Won’t Say Whether 
Tampering Will Be Re- 
ferred to Grand Jury. 


The third attempt to try John 
P. Nick, deposed boss of the mo- 
tion picture machine operators’ 
union, on a charge of extorting 
$10,000 from movie theater owners, 
failed yesterday when a venireman 
informed the court that he had 
been offered money to “go easy - 
Nick.” 

A panel of 40 veniremen was dis- 
charged by Circuit Judge Robert 
L. Aronson, who announced it 
would be impossible to proceed 


with the trial, which was laid over 
to Jan. 8. 

The court acted after George H. 
Weber, a venireman, made a vol- 
untary statement in Judge Aron- 
son’s chambers during the noon 
recess, Judge Aronson made no 
reference to the statement in his 
order discharging the panel, and 
later refused to discuss it with re- 
porters.

LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP)—A 
Reuters (British News Agency) 
‘idispatch from Geneva tonight said 
that Russia was being given until 
10 a. m. tomorrow (3 a. m. St. 
Louis time) to reply to the League 
of Nations’ telegram ca¥ing on her 
to submit her conflict with Fin- 
land to mediation. 

The extension was agreed on be- 
cause of uncertainty as to when 
the telegram reached Moscow. 
Previously it was understood that 
the 24-hour time limit expired at 
6 p. m, today. ~— 

GENEVA, Dec. 12 (AP)—The 
24-hour deadline for a reply to the 


League of Nations’ offer to mediate 
the Russian-Finnish war passed 
today without a reply from the 
wae Union.

Report Not Finished. 
The committee adjourned nearly 
two hours later after adopting five 
pages of its report to the League 
Assembly, Delegates said this part 
included condemnation of Russia 
as an aggressor, but did not sug- 
gest what steps the League should 
take. 
Tomorrow's public session of the 
Assembly was set for 10 a. m. 
Although the committee meeting 
was closed, United States Vice-Con- 
sul Donald D. Edgar was admitted 
as an observer. 
Indications pointed to adoption 
of the condemnation of Russia by 
a large majority in the Assembly. 
Argentina then plans: to propose 
Russia's expulsion. 
It was deemed likely this pro- 
posal also would go through. 
Diplomatic Break Threatened. 
Russian sources indicated that if 
this happened Russia would break 
off relations with both Britain and 
France, unless those nations beat 
them to the draw. 
Reports circulated in League 
circles that France would break 


and close the Soviet Embassy in 
Paris if the League votes expulsion. 
The move for expulsion was 
gaining ground as the Finns, who 
heretofore have declined to state 
their views concerning it, swung 
their support behind it. 

French sources called the Rus- 
jsian Embassy in Paris “the center 
of a web” of underground French 
Communist activity. 

They reported that Premier Da- 
ladier, whose government has out- 
lawed the Communist party in 
France, was determined to close 
the Embassy and would use the

BERLIN, Dec. 12 (AP).:— The 
great liner Bremen steamed safely 
into German waters tonight, once 
more escaping the British navy’s 
net on its homeward voyage from 
Murmansk, its Russian arctic ref- 
uge, 

German authorities said the Bre- 
men had arrived within an un- 
identified “safe zone” under com- 
mand of Capt. A. Ahrens, the skip- 
per who took it out of New York 
Aug. 30 and sailed it into Mur- 
mansk by a far northern route. 

Earlier authorities had indicated 
that the liner was expected at 
German port, presumably Bremer- 
haven, 

They asserted that German scout- 
ing planes hovering over the Bre- 
men compelled a British submarine 
to submerge. They insisted that 
the planes did not constitute a 
convoy and it would have been a 
violation of international law had 


the submarine torpedoed the Bre- 
men without warning. 


German luxury liner Bremen, suc~ 
cessful in dodging the British fleet 
since war started, was sighted this 
morning by a British submarine 
which the Admiralty said refrained 
from attacking it without warning, 
in accordance with “the rules of 
sea warfare.” 

Naval observers pointed out that 
the Bremen’s speed of 30 knots 
would make capture by a subma- 
rine virtually impossible. A sub- 


aimarine can travel from 15 to 20 


knots on the surface and about 
10 knots submerged. 

The Bremen, $20,000,000 liner of 
51,731 tons and flagship of the Ger- 
man merchant fleet, sailed from 
New York only 36 hours before 
Britain declared war on Germany 
and managed to elude the British 


Navy and reach Murmansk.

BERLIN, Dec. 12 (AP).—Ger- 
many has placed British sea pow- 
er distinctly on the defensive, the 
official German news agency, DNB, 
asserted today. 

DNB argued that in announc- 
ing that shipping in certain terri- 


torial waters and river mouths had 
been placed under jurisdiction of 
naval authorities, the British have 
admitted pure trade routes to 
Britain no longer exist. 

Even neutral shipping, DNB 
said, has been placed under British 
naval protection. 

The news agency said that this 
protection, however, was not prov- 
ing adequate and that at least six 
ships had been sunk off the En- 
glish Eastern coast yesterday.

Group Demands Revision 
to Correct Abuses in 
Sharing Cotton Benefits. 


By SAM B. NG 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, Mo., Dec. 12. — 
Alarmed at the prospect that fail- 
ure of the AAA cotton control pro- 
gram to care effectively for farm 
workers may result next month in 
more far-reaching dislocations than 
those which brought about the 
roadside demonstration of South- 
east Missouri’ sharecroppers last 
January, 65 Mississippi County 
landowners met here last night to 
consider the problem. 

In striking contrast to the atti- 
tude of many landowners and oper- 
ators who. were indignant at the 
peaceful protest of the homeless 
hundreds who flanked the high- 
ways 11 months ago, those at last 
night’s meeting were unanimous 
in asserting that AAA provisions 
intended to distribute benefits to 
workers as well as owners had 
proved increasingly ineffectual. 

Hundreds Get Eviction Notices. 

While last year only sharecrop- 
pers, mostly Negroes, found aren 
gelves homeless, this year, in addi- 
tion to an equal or greater number 
of sharecroppers, hundreds of white 
tenant farmers have received evic- 
tion notices effective Jan. 1. These 
tenant farmers in many instances 
have occupied the same farms over 
a period of years and have — 
to be looked on as substantial c 
"the regard in which they are held 
in their communities was demon- 
strated by the indignation among 
the resident landowners at the 
threat of their eviction. In most 
instances their life savings are rep- 
ented by farm equipment wiica 
has little value at a forced sale, 
although its purchase price may | 
have been several thousand dollars. 

After a discussion of the prob- 
lem by Joseph H. Moore, extensive 
landowner and a member of one 
of the oldest Mississippi County 
families, who served as chairman 
of the meeting, a resolution was 
offered by Frank Johnson, farmer 
and implement dealer who formerly 
was a cotton control field agent 
for the Department of Agriculture. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution, adopted without 
a dissenting vote, said: 

“The landowners of Mississippi 
County are deeply concerned over 
the approaching eviction on Jan, 1 
of many sharecroppers and ten- 
ants}; and the replacement of many 
of them-by méw tenants, new own- 
ers and new croppers coming up 
out of the cotton South. 

“The causes of these wholesale 
displacements seem to us to be 
complex, and largely beyond our 
control. It is true that on many of 
our. farms insufficient housing 
causes dependence on transient la- 
bor, which contributes to our so- 
cial unrest. This is a fault which 
we can and must correct. 

“We believed, however, that the 
major cause for our social insta-' 
bility, which even accounts partly 
for the housing shortage, is to be 
found in the ineffectiveness of the 
labor provisions of the cotton con- 
trol law. We believe that cotton la- 
bor, under the reduced acreage pro- 
gram, is entitled to share in the 
Government payments in accord- 
ance with the intent of the law, and 
must be permitted to do so if we 
‘desife to attain social peace and 
stability. 

“We therefore, urge our Congress- 
men and Senators and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to work for an 


enactment early in the next Con-|- 


gress, to be effective for the 1940 
crop, that will make it impossible 
for a landowner or tenant to receive 
that portion of Government pay- 
ments set up for the sharecropper, 
unless the owner or tenant in addi- 
tion to performing his functions as 
such, has doné also the bodily work 
of making the cotton crop.” 

How Program Was Worked Out. 

Elgin Davis, East Prairie cotton 
gin and farm operator, said at least 
200 substantial tenant farmers in 

Mississippi County, owning their 
own farm equipment, had received 
notices to vacate Jan. 1. Where, 
he asked, were they to go? 

When the cotton program was 
inaugurated the almost univéra! 
system of operation in the high 
yield districts, such as Southeast 
Missouri, was the traditional share- 
cropper arrangement under which 
the man who did the work and 
the man who owned or operated 
the land shared equally in crop 
proceeds. The program was devised 
on the assumption that this sys- 
tem would continue and it was in- 
tended that benefit payments would 
be similarly shared. 

However, the laws and regula- 
tions contained loopholes which 
permitted the landowner or opera- 
tor to dismiss sharecroppers and 
substitute day laborers or by other 
devices to obtain for themselves 
the full Government benefit, in- 
cluding the portion intended for the 
tharecropper. 

In the high yield district the total 
benefit payments average about $20 
an acre. The average tract for a 
sharecropper under the reduced 
acreage program ig about 12 acres. 
Some owners or operators have as 
much as 10,000 acres and many 
have 1000 to 6000 acres.

Other Southeast Missouri land- 
owners, meeting last Thursday at 
Sikeston, also adopted a resolution 
placing the blame for displacement 
of tenants and share-croppers on 
the miscarriage of labor policy in 
cotton control and demanding an 
“honest re-enactment” of the act.

The body of a man who hanged 
himself Sunday at the New St. 
Nicholas Hotel, 5% South Broad- 
way, was identified through finger- 
prints yesterday as that of Edward 
J. Lugar. He was 36 years old and 
formerly lived at 3950 Virginia ave- 
nue. 

In April, 1938, he was fined $25 
for carrying concealed weapons and 
in 1921 he served six months in the 
Workhouse for embezzlement. He 
was a brother of John H. (Buddy) 
Lugar, Cuckoo gangster whom Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt aided in 
1937 in obtaining parole from an 
lowa prison. 

Edward Lugar registered at the 
New St. Nicholas Hotel as C. T. 
Reyon. He ended his life by mak- 
ing a noose from a sheet, attaching 
the other end to a bedpost. Also 
surviving are his mother, two sis- 
ters and two other brothers. The 
funeral will be at 8:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning from the Hoff- 
meister undertaking establishment.

|Meramec street. Burial will be in 
National Cemetery. Lugar was in 
the navy during the war.

SUHUOL GROUP OF 28 
SEES SATURN'S RINGS 


Principal Lewis M. Dougan 
Teaches Some _ Simple 
Astronomy. 


A cold but enthusiastic group of 
clementary school teachers, led by 
Lewis M. Dougan, principal of the 
Bates School, met last evening on 
the tennis courts on the Compton 
Hill reservoir to study the stars. 

The group, composed of about 25 
women and three men, spent an 
hour and a half listening to Dou- 
gan, who pointed out the major con- 
stellations with a slim black walk- 
ing stick. They also looked through 
a Board of Education telescope tak- 
en to the meeting by Dr. John D. 
Whitney of Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege. 

The rings of Saturn and the four 
moons of Jupiter were clearly visi- 
ble through the telescope. Miss 
Elsa Beckman, seventh-grade teach- 
er in the Walnut Park School, said 
that at a similar meeting held in 
October at Chain of Rocks the 
stars could not be seen because of

from the lowest income groups in 
New York City at the time they 
entered college, are now earning 
more than $10,000 a year, a survey 


.|by the Pulitzer Free Scholarship 


Committee at Columbia University 


has disclosed. Out of 366 living 
recipients of Pulitzer awards, 268 
responded to questionnaires sent 
out by the committee. 

“The data assembled demonstrate 
that under the present economic 
system it has been possible for 
many who have ambition and abil- 


‘ity as their principal assets to 


work themselves up the economic 
ladder if aided as these men were,” 
said Harry Schwartz, a senior in 
Columbia College, who conducted 
the survey. “Their successes, fi- 
nancially and otherwise, are of the 
Horatio Alger type, except that 


iithese are records of real life.” 


Established 50 years ago by 
the late Joseph Pulitzer, owner of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
the New York World, the scholar- 
ships have gone to 551 boys from 
New York City. More than $1,000,- 
000 has been expended on this 
group. Although the recipients 

attend any college in the Unit-

to $1999. The average income is 
more than $5000 a year. 
Mostly Children of Immigrants. 
About 70 per cent of the recipi- 
ents were born in the United States, 


but most of them are first-genera- 
tion Americans, since 80 per cent 
of their parents were born abroad. 
One boy of Chinese parentage and 
at ledst one Negro ware won scho!- 
arships. Only a few of the recipi- 
ents starred athletically, although 
one who attended Amherst Coilege 
won six major letters for his‘profi- 
ciency in sport. 

“An overwhelming percentage, 80 
per cent, have married,” Schwartz 
reported. “Most of these have had 
stable marital careers, since only 
seven divorces were reported, or 
only about 4 per cent of the num- 
ber married. There is a very high 
correlation between income level 
and number of children and, in fact, 
it was only the upper income group 
which averaged more-than two chil- 
dren per family. Another factor in 
producing this result, no doubt, was 
that the older men replying tended 
to have larger incomes. 

“Non-college girls have been as 
successful in attracting Pulitzer 
scholars as their more academic 
sisters, for only 50 per cent of those 
studied married girls who have at- 
tended or completed college. Prac- 
tically all children of college age 
or older reported by this group at- 
tend or attended a university. Co- 
lumbia leads Harvard by a slight 
margin in being the most popular 
college for the offspring, but to- 
gether they have only about 15 per 
cent. Universities all over the coun- 
try have children in their student 
or alumni bodies. 

“The fears voiced in 1889 that the 
scholarship winners would become 
lazy because of the aid are strik- 
ingly refuted by the fact that 80 
per cent of those surveyed had 
worked to some extent while in col- 
lege in order to augment their in- 
comes. As a matter of fact, the 
j}committee’s records show that 
many of those who resigned or lost 
the scholarship did so because of 
the necessity of working very hard 
at.outside jobs, with the consequent 
disruption of their studies.” 


Vocational Record. 
“As might be expected,’ Schwartz 
continued, “most of the former 


scholars have entered the learned 
professions. Thus, among those an- 
swering, there were 52 engineers, 
36 lawyers, 31 college professors or 
instructors and an equal number of 
doctors and 27 engaged in teaching 
below the college level; most of 
these latter were in administrative 
positions. Sixteen are engaged in 
business, while another 12 are doing 
chemical or physical research. Nine 
journalists are following Pulitzer’s 
profession, and there are seven ad- 
vertising men. Accounting, eco- 
nomics research and architecture 
have several representatives each, 
as has the actuarial profession, 

“The remaining number have 
wandered far afield vocationally. 
They include a book publisher, 
priest, machinist, fireman, purser 
on a ship, farmer and the head of 
the largest refugee organization in 
the United States, as well as others. 
More than $1,000,000 has been ex- 
pended on this group, and society 
has received an incalculable return 
in lives saved and achievements 
made possible. 

“The great merit of such a plan 
is obvious immediately, but in 1889 
it aroused quite a good deal of con- 
troversy. Mr, Pulitzer and his 
friends agreed that it was an ex- 
periment for the success of which 
they were hopeful, but critics of 
the idea were loud in their de- 
nunciations., One newspaper as- 
serted that the winners would have 
their moral fiber weakened and 
would becomé dissatisfied with their 
station in life, an argument which 
it seemed to regard as crushing 
the plan. Senator Chauncey M. 
Depew predicted that the recipi- 
ents of the award would become 
paupers and dependents. But dis- 
regarding these and similar attacks, 
Mr. Pulitzer put his project into 
execution. 


Won College Honors. 


“While attending college, the 
scholars did very well. For in- 
stance, 110 belonged to Phi Beta 
Kappa and 54 to Sigma Xi. There 
is almost no scholastic honor at Co- 
lumbia that has not been won by 
at least one of them. Other awards 
they have received include three 
National Research Fellowships in 
the physical sciences, two Social 
Science Research Council awards 
and two Guggenheim Fellowships. 
One was successful in obtaining a 
Pulitzer Traveling Fellowship from 
the School of Journalism, thus 
benefiting twice from the gener- 
osity of the same man. 

“The Pulitzer scholars who an- 
swered have written 91 books which 
have been published and literally 
hundreds of articles in various 
scientific, technical and profession- 
al journals. Dr. DeWitt Stetten 
holds the record, having 91 articles 
to his credit in various medical 
periodicals. 

“The backgrounds of the winners. 
provide interesting evidence of the 
democratic spirit which has dom- 
inated the selection. Of those re- 
plying, 95, or more than one-third, 
listed themselves as Jews, 82 as 
Protestants and ‘35 as Catholica,

The actual adjusting of the jets 
is being done by an employe of 
the Millstone Construction Co. who 
puts on hip boots, raincoat and 
rain hat. He wades around in the 
pool, bending the copper pipes in 
the right direction, while the wa- 
ter is being controlled in manholes 
on the side. 

Milles Checks Up. 

Meanwhile Milles walks up and 
down the side of the pool, look- 
ing at the burlap-wrapped figures 
from all angles, squatting down to 
see that the water is spraying the 
way he wants it. 

“All the sprays will be in para- 
bolas,” he explained yesterday.

and Sigismund Payne Best, who 
disappeared into Germany one 
misty night some weeks ago after 
gunplay at Venlo on the south fron- 
tier, are dead. Today one heard 
that they will be kept alive long 
enough for a public trial in connec- 
tion with the Munich bomb plot of 
Nov. 8 Either version has its 
points. 

Holland and the Reich are still 
engaged in a polite effort to dis- 
cover whether or not a Gestapo raid 
on Dutch soil constituted a breach 
of neutrality. There is a deep and 
significant silence about the affair 
in all the foreign legations. But 
news gets about in places like this 
where mysterious men go their odd 
ways with tight lips. In this case, 
the news is enough like fiction to 
be true. 

Official reticence seems silly 
when one realizes that virtually 
every man, woman and child in Hol- 
land knows what happened at Ven- 
lo. But it seems there are tradi- 
tions to be maintained, in life as 
well as in the paper-backed novels. 
The secret service man is theoret- 
ically dead from the moment he 
takes his oath of office and ex- 
changes his name for a number in 
somebody’s little black book. From 
then on, he has no friends—no’ one 
to whom he can look for help when 
he gets into trouble. 


! 


No Honors for Him. 


If he survives the occupation 
diseases of his calling and some day 
gets back to a quiet life among 
his own people, he is denied, for- 
ever, the pleasures of reminiscence. 
No one must ever suspect him of 
heroism. No one must ever credit 
him with brains. No one must 
know that he has ever held any- 
thing but a routine job in some- 
body’s accounting department. And 
when, somewhat belatedly, he dies, 
he gets a 27-word obituary in the 
local press: ‘ 

“John H. Jones, retired chicken 
fancier, today was found dead of 
heart disease in his home at Little 
Bobham on Epsey. He was 62 
years old and unmarried.” 

Some day—thanks to the wide- 
spread publicity given the affair at 
Venlo—the story of Capt. Stevens 
and Mr. Best may be written at 
length. It cannot be told complete- 
ly, here and now, because too much 
mystery still attaches to heir mis- 
sion, their methods, and the man- 
ner of their taking off. But event- 
ually the missing data will come to 
light as have the basic facts of 
their incredible exploit, and at 
least two members of the vast 
“army without banners” will get 
their due.

apt. Stevens had been retired 
from the British Army when The 
Hague first heard of him. He lived 
a normal, quiet life and had a wide 
circle of friends who did not know 
him at’ all, 

Mr. Best was an artist who for 
many years had a vogue here as a 
portrait painter who specialized in 
beautiful—and socially prominent 
women. He lived in The Hague 
for 22 years. He, too, was the asso- 
ciate of folks of breeding and po- 
sition, but it is significant that none 
of his closest associates can re- 
member much about him. None 
can recall that he ever appeared 
to have met Capt. Stevens until the 
night (early Nov. 9) when the 
agents of the Gestapo kidnaped 
them both at Venlo. 

It is hardly necessary to recall 
the details of the raid on the fron- 
tier. All the puzzling circumstances 
—except the names of the victims 
—were in the newspapers the next 
morning, and, despite the panic of 
witnesses and the confusion brought 
about by a threat of invasion, the 
reports were substantially correct. 
Some men, getting into a car on 
the Dutch side of the border were 
overtaken by an auto load of gun- 
men who came suddenly out of 
Germany. The raiders opened fire 
with submachine guns, killed a 
Dutch officer, apparently wounded 
anothey man, captured the remain- 
der of the party. They then re- 
turned to Germany, towing the au- 
tomobile of their victims after 
them. 

No hint was given of the causes 
that might have brought this gang 
technique into Holland. Apparently 
nébody had ever seen any of the 
cast of ‘characters before. Even the 
name of the Dutch officer was sup- 
pressed, and still is. But that did 
not prevent the rise of gossip in 
The Hague the next morning. It 
was reported that Stevens had been

@pIHE stand of the Finns is the

A TRACT FOR THE TIMES. 

The Federal Communications Act means what it 
say# with respect to the illegality of wire-tapping 
—that is the essence of the two decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court yesterday which out- 
lawed use in Federal criminal trials of evidence 
obtained through eavesdropping. 

It has taken a long time to get a conclusive ruling 
on wire-tapping by Federal agents, but here it is. 
If the Department of Justice feels that it is unduly 
handicapped in the apprehension of criminals, it can 
carry its case to Congress. Congress meant to for- 
bid wire-tapping in Federal crime detection, in both 
interstate and intrastate communications. The Su- 
preme Court, supporting that policy, gives it wide 
application. 4 

Oliver Wendell Holmes and Louis D, Brandeis 
are no longer members of the highest bench, and yet 
it was as if they were giving the opinion yesterday. 
Justice Roberts did not go as far as they went in 


their historic dissents in the Seattle prohibition case’ 


of 1928, but the very existence of Congress’ bar on 
wire-tapping in 1934 was due in large part to their 
ringing denunciations six years earlier of law-break- 

We quoted Sunday Archibald MacLeish’s incisive 
statement that “government by the people’s repre- 
sentatives is thé one government which has never 
suffered dishonors (by its own agents) long—the one 
government which has always, in the end, restored 
of its own will the people’s limitations on its powers.” 

The chapter on wire-tapping in the history of the 
Supreme Court shows how true this is. When the 
first ruling came down, Volsteadism was in its hey- 
day, and wire-tapping was upheld with Chief Jus- 
tice Taft speaking for the court. But human liberty 
did not lack for stanch defenders. Justice Holmes 
called Federal violation of Washington’s anti-wire- 
tapping statute “dirty business” and said he thought 
“it less an evil that some criminals should escape 
than that Government should play an ignoble part.” 

What Justice Brandeis wrote needs to be reread at 
intervals by every agent of Government: 

Decency, security and liberty alike -demand 
that officials shall be subjected to the same rules 
of conduct that are commands to the citizen. 
Our Government is the potent, the omnipresent 
teacher. If the Government becomes a law- 
breaker, it breeds contempt for law; it invites 
every man to become a law unto himself; it 
invites anarchy. To declare that in the admin- 
istration of criminal law the end justifies the 
means—to declare that the Government may 
commit crimes in order to secure the convic- 
tion of a private criminal—would bring terrible 
retribution. 

Congress, the people’s representatives, followed the 
dissenters, Holmes, Brandeis and Stone, and in 1934 
expressly prohibited use of wire-tapping evidence. 
That did not convince the Department of Justice, 
and it sought by hairsplitting—by saying that over- 
hearing a message on the wires was not intercept- 
ing it—to evade the law. That attempted evasion 
brought a 7-to-2 ruling two years ago this month 
which prohibited use of wire-tapping evidence ob- 
tained from interstate communications. 

Even after that, the Department of Justice sought 
to retain wire-tapping as a means for detecting 
Stooping to technicality again, it tried to 
distinguish between interstate and intrastate com- 
That strained effort was blotted out 
unanimously yesterday. 

The Supreme Court has done more than uphold 
Congress on wire-tapping in Federal cases. It has 
done more than write finis to a despicable practice 
of an era of snoopers. It has issued a tract for 
the times. For jt has reminded a free people that 
though their liberties may be infringed at times 
by over-zealous officials, they have, in government by 
the people’s representatives, the one form of govern- 
ment which restores their rights when they have been 
violated. ,

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MUST UNCLE SAM DO IT ALL? 

Senator Hatch has announced that he will pro- 
pose the extension of his law, which forbids political 
activities on the part of Federal employes, to the 
states. It is his theory that Congress has jurisdic- 
tion over at least those state agencies which receive 
Federal’ aid; for example, highway and social se- 
curity divisions. | 

This is just one more instance of a too rapidly 
developing tendency to drop all authority into the 
lap of the Federal Government. Already Washing- 
ton is paying local relief bills, paving local streets 
and convicting local offenders under the Federal in- 
come tax laws. Now comes this argument that it 
is Washington’s task to keep local politics clean. 


If the Hatch law is desirable for Federal office- | 


holders, then, without doubt, similar legislation is 
desirable in the states. But why not leave this 
to the states? In all probability, a number of Legis- 
latures will follow the congressional example. Why 
not, at least, give them time to convene before hold- 
ing one more Federal law over their heads? 

Also, it should be emphasized that legislation of 
this kind must be drawn with the most scrupulous 
care. Obviously, such evils as the use of WPA 
money for political purposes should be outlawed, but 
it is a serious question just how far an offi¢e-holder’s 
right to participate in a campaign should be lim- 
ited. After all, he is still a citizen. 

It must also be remembered that, whatever its im- 
perfections, the system of patronage and campaign 
‘contributions is essential to the functioning of the 
party system. And the party system is essential to 
democracy. One may dislike the thought of a 2 per 
cent club, but the fact remains that it costs money 
to conduct a campaign—much money. Should only 
the wealthy be permitted to run for public office? 
Or should their contributions make possible the elec- 
tion of servile officials? Or is the 2 per cent system 
perhaps the least of these evils? 

States contemplating “little Hatch acts” had better 
be realistic about the high cost of campaigning lest 
they enact laws that wi!l be more honored in the 
breach than in the observance, thus contributing, like 
the Volstead Act, to a general disregard for law.

I took an active 
part in obtaining passage of Amendment 
No, 4. I am a charter member of the Con- 
servation Federation, one of its State direc- 
tors and president of its St. Louis chapter. 
I have given time and money for the suc- 
cess of our game program, and am but one 
among thousands in our State who are will- 
ing to sacrifice in order that our children 
may have a wildlife heritage that we have 
been denied. 

The Conservation Federation is the state 
wide organization which, with the aid of 
thousands of citizens, obtained passage of 
the amendment, It raised practically every 
cent necessary to present the issue to the 
public. The federation and the commission 
are not the same. We are organized not only 
to protect the commission when we believe it 
to be right, but also to criticise it when we 
believe it to be wrong. 

The Conservation Federation, through -its 
107 chapters, is doing a wonderful work itself 
in aiding the commission. -Many of our 
chapters have created lakes for fish propa- 
gation. The fry are obtaified from the com- 
mission, raised in our ponds and, when 
fingerlings, released in public waters. Not 
one fish from federation ponds is ever re-

most every county in the State. These cover 
an area of almost 410,000 acres. They are 
closed for two years, after which moderate 
public shooting is allowed. 

Compare the commission’s plan with that 
fostered by Mr. Rolaff. The commission 
closes areas suitable to quail propagation. 
As quail increase, they filter out into the 
public shooting areas. The Phelps County 
organization closes large areas and intends 
in the future to allow hunting in these areas 
for a fee. I cannot blame the farmer for 
feeling he should be entitled to remuneration 
for his work, yet the commission could not 
support such a movement if it desired, for it 
must make hunting available to all, rich 
and poor alike. , 

The commission has released millions of 
game fish in public streams, has stocked 
areas with deer and wild turkey, is co-op- 
erating with the State university in research 
work, It is teaching school children to con- 
serve wildlife. Anyone who feels our com- 
mission has accomplished nothing is badly 
misinformed. 

I believé the State should have more en- 
forcement officers. But if we had one to 
each county, this phase of the program 
would in itself exhaust almost two-thirds 
of the commissjon’s income. This is, of 
course, not sensible or practical.

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FINLAND REVIEWS 
PARLEYS THAT LED 
TO WAR WITH REDS 


White Paper Discloses That 
Refusal to Yield Hanko 
Was Stumbling Block in 
Negotiations. 


HELSINKI, Dec. 12 (AP).—Fin- 
land’s refusal to give up Hanko, the 
*Finnish Gibraltar,” was the ulti- 


mate stumbling block in negotia- 
tions which preceded war with Rus- 
sia, the Finnish Government con- 
tends. 

A White Paper presented by Fin- 
land to the League of Nations 
shows the course of the protracted 
but futile parleys with Russia as 
follows: 

Russia proposed Oct. 14 to lease 
for 30 years the port of Hanko, 
on a peninsula jutting from South- 
western Finland into the Baltic Sea. | 

There Russia intended to estab- 
lish a naval base and a protective 
garrison of 5000 men, including one 
infantry regiment, two anti-aircraft 
batteries, two air force regiments 
and one battalion of armored cars. 

Artillery at the base could have 
blocked the entrance to the Gulf of 
Finland in co-operation with the 
naval base already established by 
Russia at Baltiski, across the Gulf 
in Estonia. 

Finns’ Counter-Offer. 

Finland refused to yield Hanko, 
but offered to cede Russia the Is- 
lands of Seiskari, Peninsaari, Pa- 
vansaari and Tytarsaari and se- 
cure the interests of both nations 
on the larger Island of Hogland 
(Suursaari). 

Finland also offered to yield part 
but not all the territory Russia 
asked for on the Karelian Isthmus 
in return for a strip of Russian 
territory farther north. 

Of Hanko, a Finnish note of Oct. 
23 said: 

“The idea that armed forces of 
a foreign power be stationed on 
Finnish territory permanently and 
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dividual bourgeois existence that 
dominated the last century is with- 
out the breath of life today in any 
one over the mental age of 12 or 
under the actual age of 30. That 
ideal is one of the casualties of 
this war. 

But there are other casualties. 
The ideal of Communism is dead. 
It died when the Russians made a 
pact with the Nazis. Every Rus- 
sian soldier tramping his way into 
Finland today is treading into the 
blood-soaked ground the ideal of 
Communism. 

Communism is still a menace; 
Communism is still being preached 
and being carried, and it will con- 
tinue to be carried, but it will be 
carried by the ruthless, the mentally 
sick, the vicious, the frustrated, 
the liars. 

It has passed its torch into the 
hands of the intellectual under- 
world. It is, indeed, no longer a 
torch but a brand. 

It had, before, some ardent and 
clean spirits among its apostles. 
They are deserting all over the 
world, with despair in their hearts.

And Nazi-ism is dead. The British 
and the French have not killed it. 
Hitler killed it. Misled they were, 
and from the very beginning, but 
nevertheless, for millions of Ger- 
mans, Nazi-ism meant the restora- 
tion of their national self-respect;

refusing to lease Hanko, but of- 


fered a wider strip of the Kare- 
lian Isthmus, although still 
than Russia had requested. 


“Finland would lose areas on the! 
continent as well as islands, and in| 


addition territorial waters of im- 
portance to her,” the Finnish note 
said. “The Soviet Union has ad- 
mitted that these territories, for 
military reasons, are of first rate 
importance. 

“Finland, again, would in the ex- 
change of territories obtain dis- 
tricts without corresponding mili- 
tary and economic value.” 

On Nov. 9, Finland rejected a 
Russian proposal that, if Hanko 
could not be had, a naval base be 
made available on islands in the 
vicinity of Hanko. 

On the same date, Russian For- 
eign Commissar Molotov said Fin- 
land had misinterpreted his propos- 
al, and that he meant the territory 
in the district of Hanko should be 
sold to Russia, or, if this were 
impossible, islands in that region 
be sold.

be able to rush so many men to the

The correct Finnish reply would 
be counter bombardment of the 
Russian air bases. Under the win- 
ter conditions of the North, it is 
difficult or impossible for planes 
to use improvised landing fields. 
The regular fields of Estonia thus 
have a peculiar importance; if the 
Finns can dig them up with bombs, 
destroy the hangars and ground 
installations, they will be able to 
hold up the drive on Hango for an 
indefinite period. The Russians 
can, of course, retort with bom- 
bardment of the Finnish fields. 
But at this point the peculiar im- 
portance of the Italian Savoias ap- 
pears. They are seaplanes; that 
is, they do not need landing fields 
at all, and Stalin’s bully boys 
will find it difficult to catch them, 
not to mention the factor that the 
Russian seaplane service is neith- 
er numerous nor very good. 

There has thus been introduced 
into the war an unexpected factor, 
highly favorable to the defense, 
and since two or three bombing 
raids against the Estonian. bases 
have already been reported, the 
plan of attack must already have 
been thrown out of joint to some 
extent, 


This helps to explain violent 
mass attacks on the Mannerheim 
position in the Isthmus between 
Lake Ladoga and the Gulf of Fin- 
land. Apparently the original Rus- 
sian plan was to make merely 
holding attacks along this line. 
Either the Hango landing or the 
drive from Karelia around Lake 
Ladoga was supposed to cut in be- 
hind the Mannerheim line and cap- 
ture the Finns holding it or force 
them to retire peaceably. With 
the breakdown of .the plan for the 
Hango landing and the failure to 
make appreciable gains in Kare- 
lia, the Russian high command has 
been forced to turn the assault on 
the Mannerheim line into thé real 
thing; to attempt to drive through 
the position by main force. 


Mannerheim Defenses. 

Here we have an explanation of 
the 
late days of last week when the 
Russians claimed the penetration 
of the Mannerheim position and 
the Finns denied it. Both sides 
were telling’ the truth as they saw 
it. For the Mannerheim position 
is a diminutive west wall, consist- 
ing of widely separated forts and 
pill boxes, connected by § tank 
traps and wire, and running to 
considerable depth. 

A powerful mass attack can al- 
ways get into the outer elements of 
such a position and capture some 
pillboxes; but the fortifications are 
So arranged that the deeper the 
attacker penetrates the more se- 
vere his difficulties become. The 
Russian claim thus reflects such 
an intitial penetration; the Finnish 
claim, the fact that the main body 
of the line is still intact. 

The fighting in the far north 

around Petsamo shows another as- 
pect of the Russian campaign plan. 
Petsamo is Finland’s most impor- 
tant supply port, far more impor- 
tant than any of the towns facing 
Sweden. With the entrance to the 
Baltic closed by Germany’s war 
with the Western Allies, it is the 
only place through which Finland 
can draw considerable’ supplies 
from the outside world. 
A glance at the map gives a 
impression that Finland has an al- 
ternate line of supply through her 
own ports on the Gulf of Bothnia, 
Lulea on the Swedish shore and 
the roads and railroads running to 
Narvik and Tromso in Norway. It 
is an alternate line of a sort, but 
one hopelessly inefficient. 


Difficult Supply Line. 


Use of this latter line involves 
the trans-shipment of supplies from 
steamer to rail or truck at Narvik; 
a land journey to Lulea, another 
trans-shipment to ships for the Fin- 
nish coast, ang another unloading 
in Finland—that is, three handlings 
for every pound freight. This in- 
volves a tremendous labor cost, and, 
what is worse still, a tremendous 
amount of time. 

The Russian campaign against 
Petsamo is thus based on the sound 
military principle of hitting your 
enemy where it will hurt worst. 
At the same time, the Russians are 
sticking their necks out in trying it. 
Their armies in the Far North can 
be supplied by ship from the White 
Sea, now rapidly freezing and soon 
impassible or by the Leningrad- 
Murmansk railroad line, a single 
ribbon of’ steel across the desolate 
northern wastes. The more troops 
the Russians put in on the Petsamo 
front, the worse their supply prob- 
lem gets.

Bau- 
mann announced yesterday. 

A maximum of 6 per cent is per- 
mitted under the law, which was 
passed by the recent Legislature to 
replace the Jones-Munger Act. The 
lower figures were agreed on in a 
contract between Baumann and his 
attorney, Donald Gunn, and ap- 
proved by Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann. 

Under the law, the fees are paid 
by the taxpayer, if he pays his back 


~itaxes after suit is filed but before 


execution of a judgment, or from 
the proceeds of the sale of his 
property if such sale is necessary. 
The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
had asked Baumann to limit the 
fees to 3 per cent of the amounts 
collected, pointing out that this was 
the figure adopted in Kansas City. 
Mayor Dickmann, in announcing 
that he had approved the contract 
providing fees of 2% to 5 per cent, 
said: “The 5 per cent provided 
after judgment is not, in my opin- 
ion, excessive, in view of the addi- 
tional burdens that will be imposed 
upon the Collector’s attorney in not 
only obtaining judgment, but order- 
ing executions and supervising the 
details of execution sales and their 
approval by the court after the two- 
year period of redemption from the 
judgment has expired. 

“T regard 2% per cent as ample 
compensation for the attorney and 
as a reasonable charge against the 
taxpayer in those cases where 
taxes are paid before judgment— 
particularly in view of the fact 
that, these being the first suits 
that will be filed under the new 
law, a substantial amount wil be 
involved, out of which a substan- 
tial part no doubt will be paid be- 
fore there is any necessity to ren- 
der judgment.” 

The Mayor also pointed out that 
in suit now being prepared for 
filing, delinquent taxpayers were 
notified last August and Septem- 
ber, and judgments would not be 
rendered until next April, so that 
the taxpayers will have about 
seven months in which to pay the 
taxes before judgment. 

“In cases where this ample op- 
portunity to save property has not 
been embraced by the taxpayer,” 
the Mayor said, it was his opinion 
that the taxpayer would not be in- 
jurd by a 5 per cent fee, since 
it would “come out of the sale 
price of property which he has 
not shown any disposition to save 
from execution and sale.” 

Gunn, whose office is with the 
firm of Eagleton, Waechter, Elam 
& Clark, will handle all the suits 
for Baumann. About 4000 suits to 
collect ‘nearly $2,000,000 in back 
real estate taxes are being pre- 
pared for filing.

Outdoors, on a 
clear day, the illumination is from 
1500 to 2500 footcandles and in the 
shade about 500. Sunlight, is, of 
course, too strong for reading, but 
the other figures quoted are toler- 
ated very comfortably. The shortest 
time in which it is possible to gain 
an adequate visual impression is 
0.07 second. With poor lighting four 


, times as much time is required. Let-

The paper on which letters are 
printed cannot be too bright.

In an 
ordinary telephone directory the 
brightness of the low grade paper 
is 57 and the contrast is about 80 
per cent, This makes vision more 
difficult. 
With .1 footcandle, six point type 
on good paper can just be dis- 
cerned; three footcandles would be 
required for protracted reading. 
Electrical engineers think that 
the brilliance in auditoriums should 
be five footcandles; in trains, six; 
churches and hotel lobbies, eight; 
banks, 10; reading rooms, 12; bar- 
ber shops, 15, and art galleries, 20. 
The electric light bill in the aver- 
age American home is about 7 
cents a day. If the same amount of 
light were obtained from candles, 
the cost would be 50 times as ex- 
pensive.

Constant Reader: “(1) How long 
does solid food remain in the stom- 
ach? (2) Should salt be excluded 
from the tuberculosis diet?

Answer: (1) A mixed meal re- 
mains in the stomach for about six 
hours. Water leaves the stomach 
almost immediately; starches and 
sugars very rapidly if taken with- 
out other food; proteins remain 
about three hours; fat remains the 
longest—from six to eight hours. 
(2) Salt is not excluded from the 
tuberculosis diet. (3) Potato juice 
acts as a preventive of scurvy. 


Worn Cords 

Don’t wait until the cords on the 
vacuum cleaner and electric iron 
are in rags before you do some- 
thing about it. As soon as it frays 
wrap it with either bicycle tape 
or adhesive tape and prevent the 
fraying from going any further.
